Martin Zaninovich, market 
information chairman of South 
Central Farmers committee in 
Delano, said boycotting has been 
based on the presumption that 
the United Farm Workers of 
America is the union farm 
workers want, but he said the 
preference shown for the 
Teamsters union amounts to a 
mass rejection of the UFWA by 
grape workers. 

In 33 elections held on table 
grape ranches in the major 


production area around Delano, 


3,214 workers have voted for 
the Teamsters, 2,721 for the 
UFWA and 1,097 for no union. 

Zaninovich pointed out that 
16 of the 33 elections have been 
outright victories for the 
Teamsters, while only five have 
been won by the UFWA, with 
12 others yet to be determined 
by run-offs, rulings by the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
board or other determinations. 
He said the Teamsters outpolled 
the UFWA even in the 12 
undecided elections 1,611 to 


1,541.

WASHINGTON — Strong 
concern about the identification, 
location and availability of 
prime farmland - as well as about 
the quality of the nation’s water 
resources - was expressed in 
recommendations to the USS. 
department of agriculture by the 
Public Advisory committee on 
Soil and Water conservation. The 
committee made its 
recommendations at the 
conclusion of a_ three-day 
meeting in Washington. 

Regarding prime farmland, 
the committee recommended 
that USDA, utilizing SCS soil 
surveys, further expedite current 
inventorying and monitoring 
efforts to define and identify 
this resource. 

Concern about water 
resources was reflected in the 
committee’s recommendation 
that USDA support the inclusion 
of non-structural measures in 
watershed plans and that cost 
sharing be authorized for these 
measures on an equal basis with 
structural measures. 

Non-structural measures 
could include public acquisition 
of land in flood plains, 
relocation of activities in flood 
plains, floodproofing individual 
buildings, or installation of flood 
warning systems.
